Ceremony Performed Here 
Because He Likes State’s 
Marriage Laws.

“Choose the one that you love best, 
And go to Clayton for the rest.” 


This designed to attract 
everyday young people who ride in 
street cars, drew a millionaire and 
his bride-elect to seek the services of 


{ts author, Justice Werremeyer, Sat- 
urday. They were John Bryan, aged 
50, Ohio capitalist, manufacturer and 
poet, and Miss Fredericka Murphy, 
aged 20, singer and former factory girl. 
Wedding Presents Barred. 

No wedding presents—except half a 
million dollars and a $900 diamond ring, 
both the gifts of the bridegroom—will 
be accepted by the young bride. Bryan’s 
pecullar views on marriage, which led 
him to come to Missouri because he 
could find no other State whose matri- 
monial laws suited him, include the 
belief that the general giving of wed- 
ding presents is pernicious. Next to 
the custom of having ceremonies per- 
formed by clergymen, the present-giv- 
ing practice is his chief Objection to 
most marriages, and he announced em- 
phatically Saturday that he and his 
bride would have none of them. 

No wedding tour, except a short jour- 
ney back to Bryan’s rural home in 
Greene County, Ohio, will be taken. No 
bridesmaids and no best man—this 
seemed but a minor omission in this 
most unusual wedding. And there was 
no wedding gown. 

Wears No Finery in Clothes. 
Everyday clothing formed the costume 
of bridegrvom and bride-elect when they 
arrived from Cincinnati Saturdzy morn- 
ing and went te the Terminal Hotel. 
. There. was no change ef clethes at the 
hotel, thé only delay being a few min- 
utes spent by Miss Murphy with a hair 
dresser, and when they. started for 
Clayton on a street car shortly before 
noon, Miss Murphy were a light blue 
striped dress, by no means new, white 
gloves and a white sailor hat with 
black feathers. Her entire costume, Bry- 
an declared. did not’ represent an ex- 
penditure of more than $40. 

Bryan wore a light gray business suit, 
pumps which seemed hardly more for- 
mal than slippers and a black ‘slouch 
hat. A soft tie, of black and white 
check design, added nothing of the usual 
appearance of marriage conventionality. 

Mrs. Emily Murphy, the bride’s moth- 
er, accompanied ker. 

While the hairdresser was working 
with Miss Murphy, Bryan made his brief 
inquiry in the hotel regarding St. Louis 
justices of the peace. A _ bystander 
mentioned the poetical Clayton ‘Squire, 
and quoted the verse which is displayed 
on that Justice’s card in many Street 


cars. 
Somewhat of a Poet Timself. 


“Werremeyer is the man for us,’’ de- 
clared Bryan, who is himself the author 
of songs of sentiment of which, he de- 
clares, more than 50,000 copies have been 
sold. 

Before the start for Clayton, Bryan 
talked with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
of his wedding plans, and of the ro- 
mance, now seven years old. 

“I hold that either of us has the priv- 
ilege of withdrawing at the last mo- 
ment,” said Bryan, ‘‘and while I do not 
expect to change my mind, I shall ask 
Miss Murphy just before the ceremony 
whether her purpose is still the same. 


Met First Seven Years Aso. 
“Miss Murphy and I first met seven 


years ago, when she was but 13 years 
old. She then entered the employ of a 
physicians’ supply factory in Cincinnati, 
which I owned, and was set to address- 
ing envelopes. 

“It was not long before her brightness 
had made such an impression on Us 
all that I told her. father, Louis Mur- 
phy, that she was too smart to be kept 
at such work. I offered to place her in 
school. This was not an unusual thing 
for me, as I have educated some % 
young people. 

“I then learned that she had a voice, 
and desired training as a singer. She 
was placed in the Cincinnatl College 
of Music, and it was found that her 
voice had a remarkable range, equal, 
her teachers said, to Patti's. Her edu- 
cation has since proceeded in all 
branches, but particularly in music. 

Missouri Law the Best. 

“I wish te correct the statement that 
our ante-nuptial contract prohibits her 
from singing in public or on the stage 
for 2 years. I would be foolish to ob- 
ject to her singing in public, when I 
havegiven her a long course of training 
for that very purpose. But her teach- 
ers say she is not ready yet for con- 
tinued exertion of that kind. 

“It was when I first heard her sing 
two of my songs, ‘There Is Love in 
Your Eyes for Me,’ and ‘Heart of My 
Sweetheart,’ that I first realized my 
feeling toward her. 
“After we decided to. be married, I

Father Tells on Stand of the 
Last Illness of His 
Daughter.

Woman Attendant Describes 
Condition of Unfor- 
tunate Girl. 


William H. Hockwood, a young sec- 
tion foreman on the Clover Leaf Rail- 
way, near Coffeen, Ill., who acted upon 
his own impulse as a private detective 
to avenge beautiful Lola Nance, whose 
death was caused by an unlawful opera- 
tion with which five prominent young 
men are charged, told Saturday on the 
witness stand, in the preliminary exam- 
ination at Hillsboro, of his discoveries. 


Hockwood is 31 years of age and is 
married: He took charge of the section 
work at Coffeen in December, 1895. He 
has a face which evidences more than 
ordinary intelligence. The defense was 
unable te make him charge his remark- 
able statement of what he had quietly 
learned from William Shurp, accused of 
having committed the operation. 

Hockwood testified that about April 1 
he met William Sharp, a watchman on 
the Clover Leaf bridges at Coffeen. 
During a conversation Sharp said, ac- 
cording to Hockwood: 

“Cullen Allen has a girl in trouble 
and he wants me to help him out.’ I 
asked who the girl was. He said a 
girl by the name of Nance. ‘Will it be 
all right for me to leave my boy to 
watch tonight until I come back?’ ”’ 

Hockwood said that he gave 
mission. He continued: 

“The next time the Nance girl was 
mentioned by Sharp to me was on 
April 9. Sharp said: ‘I intend to go to 
the country tonight.’ I asked him 
where. He said, ‘Over about Hast Fork 
Church to a school house.’ 

‘“‘T asked him if he was going to walk 
over. He-said> ‘No; ett; I'am going to 
drive over there. Cullen Allen is going 
to take me.’ That afternoon about 5:30 
I saw Cullen Allen and Taylor Phipps 
come from the east and cross the rail- 
road track on the main street. The same 
evening about 7-o’clock William Sharp 
and I were standing on the platform 
of the depot and Cul'en Allen passed 
up. Later he walked back and toward 
us. Sharp walked away with him. They 
had a low cenversation which I could 
not understand. 

“The same evening about 9 o'clock 
Sharp told me the girl had come out as 
nice as a pin and that he need not go 
out. Saturday morning of April 13 I saw 
Cullen Allen riding fast in a buggy in 
the direction of Sharp’s home. Later 
that day I met Sharp and he told me 
the Nance girl was dead.’”’ 

Hockwood said he made a remark to 
Sharp to the effect that that was the 
way young fellows get into trouble, to 
which the witness said Sharp replied, 
‘They hain’t got no sense and when the 
fools get drunk they tell everything.” 

Hockwood added that Sharp said Cul- 
len Allen was scared and afraid he 
would be implicated. 

Chas. Lewey, a Coffeen butcher, took 
the steand to tell how Cullen Allen came 
to His place to obtain a hottle of blood. 
Lewey said that Tuesday of the week 
preceding the cne in which Lola Nance 
died, Cullen Allen came into his shop 
and asked for a bottle of blood. The 
witness said he told him he was not 
slaughtering then. Allen came in. the 
next Saturday and repeated his request. 

The witness told him he would not 
slaughter until the following Tuesday. 
He says that on that day Cullen Alien 
again called and again asked for the 
blood. He was told he would have to 
go to the slaughter house about a 
mile away. 

He added that Cullen Allen said, “I 
have a girl out in the country in trou- 
ble and want to give her the blood 
to stain her clothing to give the im- 
pression that nothing unusual is hap- 
pening.”’ 

Lewey said he mentioned the name 
of Nance to Cullen, but that he. did 
not make any reply. Allen did ask, 
said the witness, whether he knew of 
any doctor who could give a medicine 
strong enough to produce results. 
wey told him he did not. 

According to Lewey, Allen then said 
he thought Sharp had the necessary 
instruments, a speculum and a wire. 

Only Two Women Attend. 

In order to accommodate the crowd of 
400 men and two women present when 
the hearing opened at 10 o’clock, the 
Justice conducted the examination in 
the Circuit Court room. A majority 
of the male attendance was from Cof- 
feen, home of the dead girl and the ac- 
cused young men. The community at 
Hillsboro, as well as Coffeen, is much 
aroused owing to the cause of Miss 
Nance’s death and the prominence of 
the defendants. 

John H. Nance, father of Lola, was 
the first witness. He tofd of the ex- 
treme illness of his daughter two and 
one half days before she died on Sat- 


urday at 1 p. m., April 12. r two 
weeks before her death she ae com- 


plained of not feeling well, he said. 

The father said Lola had kept cori- 
pany with Oran Allen about one year 
previous to her death and that he was 
with her Tuesday night previous to

Edwardsville and it is known that they 
are willing to contribute $10,000 toward 
the restitution fund. A portion of the 
money is said to be already available, 

A. J. Moorshead, president of the coal 
company, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“Mr. Bartlett had been with the com- 
pany 14 years, beginning as a clerk in 
a mine near Evansville, and was a 
trusted man. He was rapidly advanced, 
and Mr. Howe had so much confidence 
in him that he intrusted him with the 
management of private affairs. 

“He used the money in bucketshop 
speculation and has mude a confession 
that he took from us between $25,00 
and $26,000. A table showing amounts 
stolen, aggregating this, has just been 
made out by Bartlett and submitted to 
the company. 

i’rosecution Undecided, 


“The question of prosecution rests en- 
tirely with the surety company, which 
mvat bear the loss. 

‘Bartlett's system was to withhold 
cash payments to the company, and 
cover this with later payments. For in- 
stance, if A and B each paid the com- 
pany $1000 today, Bartlett would hold 
out the money and tomorrow, !f C pald 
$3000, would credit $2000 of it on today’s 
cash book, withholding the balance. In 
this way he was able to cover the short- 
age for a long time. His thefts appar- 
ently covered about 3% days, and on some 
days he held out as many as % col- 
lections, but we have not been able 
to determine just when the thefts oc- 
curred. 

“When Howe sent out a statement to 
a debtor of the firm, who had paid but 
whose money he had kept, Bartlett sup- 
pressed the letter.

No One Saw the Accident and Man- 
ner It Occurred Is Not 
Explained. 


Miss Sidney Glass, a chambermaid at 
the Southern Hotel, was killed at 7 
o'clock Saturday morning by faHing 
through the freight elevator shaft from 
the third floor to the basement. 

Her skull was fractured by the fall 


and she died in the basement of the 
hotel, despite efforts of Physicians. 


So far as the police have been able to 
learn no other person about the hotel 


saw her fall. There are gates barring 
the entrance to the elevator on the 
third floor, and fellow employes are 
not able to tell how Miss Glass hap- 
pened to get inside them. They ‘gay 
they first knew of the accident by 
hearing the woman's screams. 

The dead woman was about 235 years 
of age. She had been employed at the 
peosel. it is said there, only three days.

Delegation From Welfare Associa- 
tion Pleads for Aid for 
Unfortunates. 


James Eads How, the philanthropist, 
and Mrs. Cera Harvey of the Brother- 


hood Welfare Association gained the 
applause of the House of Delegates Fri- 
day night, even if their bill to amend the 
present vagrancy la. had a temporary 
setback. 

The measure was introduced by Dele- 
gate Golden, and his colleagues waxed 
merry over his advent into the philan- 
thropic ranks. Golden had forgotten to 
provide the bill with a proper title, and 
after it was read to the House, on ad- 
vice of Speaker ~onran, he withdrew it 
to make the proper aicerations. 

Mr. How, Mrs. Alexander and a dele- 
gation from the Brotherhood were 
guests of the House. Beforé the ad- 
journment the body went into a com- 
mittee of the whole. Speaker Conran 
left the chair and was presented to the 
delegation.

The total strength of 
the department is 661 men with 12 line 
officers. The property of the depart- 
ment includes two weter towers, 44 
steamers, 45 hose wagons, 6 reels, 16 
trucks, and 290 horses in service.

they were worth. They say the man- 
ager did not take to the suggestion, in 
fact, the lack of encouragement he gave 
them. brought about the statement that 
they would all qpit unless their pay 
checks at the end of the week showed 
larger figures.

When 
he made thfs statement all the girls em- 
ploved in the large room where the 
mailing and shipping is done looked 
askance at the boss, but the discipline 
of the office forbade the denials that 
flashed from their eyes. The wave of 
Silent indighation seemed to flame 
higher when Mr. Shuline said: 

“Put it in the paper that the girls will 
hold their jobs since so many have ap- 
plied for their places. The trouble has 
been settled by arbitration. I have not 
employed any new girls. There will be 
no increase in wages.”’

One Comb Is the Sole Toilet 
Requisite Supplied—Improve- 
ments Suggested. 





Following the refusal of two juries to 
sleep in the quarters provided at the 
our Courts, and the personal inspec- 
tion by Judge Hugo Muench, fumigators 
were busy Friday morning disinfecting 
the suites, washing the walls and chang- 
ing the musty bedclothes. 

Judge Muench characterized the quar- 


ters as ‘‘filthy’’ and declared that the 
> ee of the jurors were well found- 
ed. 


There are two suites of four rooms 
each on the third floor of the Four 
Courts, in which it is necessary at rare 
intervals to suarter jurors. The drawn- 
out cases coming before the average 
jury are disposed of in night sessions, 
and the jurors return a sealed verdict 
to be opened in the morning. 

In the case of special juries, such as 
tried the McNamara case, where those 
in the box are subjected to wearisome 
sessions, it is the custom to send the 
jury to neighboring hotels. But it is 
sometimes necessary to use the rooms 
provided by the State, hence the pro- 
tests that have been made. 

Rooms Damp and Mouldy, 

The suites are practically identical. In 
each of three rooms, some 18 feet 
square, are four cots, such as are used 
in camps. The sheets, though white 
when bought, rapidly become mouldy in 
the damp rooms. The comforter is in 
all cases of red calico. The roof in 
these rooms, as well as in most of those 
on the third floor of the Four Courts, 
leaks frequently and the rain soaks into 
the bedding as well as the heavy carpet. 

The carpet, while of expensive ma- 
terial, has stood the rains for several 
vears, and emits a most unpleasant 
odor.

Tollet facilities are entirely lacking, 
except for one comb, which reposed on 
a washstand in the Deputy Sheriff's 
room.

COLUMBUS, O., May 18.—The climax 
in the Taft-Foraker controversy was 
reached today so far as the State of- 
ficials are concerned, when a statement 
was issued to which they assented, de- 
claring unqualifiediy for the Secretary 
of War for the Republican nomination 
for the presidency. The officers who 
have approved of the statement are 
Gov. Harris. Auditor Guilbert, Attorney- 
General Ellis and Secretary of State 
Thompson. 

The declaration says that they have 
refrained to announce their positions 
because of the fear that it may add to 
the threatened confusion, but believe 
that there is but one candidate in Ohio 
and it is important that he should be 
given the loyal and united support of 
the whole State this year in order to 
promote his candidacy throughout the 
country. 

But the Foraker end is taken up by 
saying that since Ohio may have more 
than one candidate for the senatorship 
t is neither important nor appropriate 
hat this question should be settled this 
year. The Republicans, the statement 
says, who are already united on the 
presidency. should make known their 
unity on that question now and if they 
are divided on the senatorship they can 
afford to cease emphasizing that divis- 
ion at present, for next ‘ei r they may 
not be divided upon it at all. The state- 
ment picks the real issue by saying:

The last week of August Gallagher 
took the child from his wife’s sister, 
Mrs. Phil'Gross, using the little one 
as a shield when Mrs. Gross got a re- 
volver and threatened to shoot him. 

September 4, Mrs. Gallagher recov- 
ered the baby from a woman with 
whom Gallagher had left her. 

In November Judge Pollard award- 
ed Mrs. Gallagher the custody of the 
cuild sentencing Gallagher to the 
Workhouse. 

April 10 Gallagher induced his wife 
to let him “take the baby for one 
day” and has never returned it. 
May 17 Mrs. Gallagher made an un- 
successful attempt to recover the 
child. 

New Turn in the Case. 

The scene Friday followed a visit by 
Gallagher to his wife’s room at 1207 
North Tenth street, with a threat that 


if she did not return to .ve with him 
he would leave St. Louis, taking the 
child. 

In a panic of mother love, she rushed 
to the office of Attorney Kelly to pre- 

re for an injunction. Gallagher fol- 
owed Kelly, fearing trouble, and tele- 
phoned for the police who declined to 
arrest him, but put him out of the 
building. 

Gallagher is 42 years of age and looks 
much older. The wife seems even 
younger than her age, 19. She left him 
in July, and has begun divorce pro- 
ceedings, alleging failure to support.

CAUSES STREET CAR WRECK 


Front of Evansville (Ind.) Building 
Smashed and Baby Is 
Fatally Hurt.

Evansville, Ind., May 17.—A_ street 


car jumped the tracks at the corner of 
Eighth and Walnut sreets this after- 
noon, dashing into a building and 
wrecking the entire front. Two men 
were buried under the debris and suf- 
fered fractured skulls, and a baby, who 
was in its child’s buggy in front of the 
building, was buried under a pile of 
bricks and fatally hurt.

T portation facilities of the city of London, England, present many features 

of interest. 

On account of the many narrow and winding streets, the extreme conges- 
tion of traffic in the main thoroughfare s, and the conservatism of the munici- 
pal authorities, street railways have not been allowed to operate in the main 
part of the city, but have been limited to the out-skirts and the surrounding 
suburban districts. Cabs and omnibuses , therefore, have been the principal 
means of transit within the business center, while the suburbs have been 
served by long omnibus routes radiating from the central district. The under- 
ground railways form a belt line around the business district, but until re- 
cently there were no railways inside t his belt, cabs and omnibuses being prac- 
tically the only transportation conveni ences within it.

“GEORGE ELIOT” 


A Critical Estimate of Her Place in English Literature. 
BY ALEXANDER DeMENIL. 








HE London Bookseller says that 
T the new popular (cheap) edition 
of ‘“‘George Eliot’s’’ works is do- 
ing well on the English book market 
and the American importers are quoted 
as saying that the same edition is meet- 
ing with a ready sale in this country. 
This is as it should be. There should 
always be a demand for George Eliot's 
works among English novel-reading 
people. She is the latest great novelist 
‘hat England has given to the reading 
world. 

George Eliot has saved to the litera- 
ture, and even to the history of the fu- 
ture, two now extinct classes of Eng- 
lish society: The country middle class 
and the work-a-day class. She, herself, 
sprang from the working class, as her 
father was a carpenter by trade, and 
her associations, after she was grown, 
were principally with the middle class. 


Not her acquired education and cul- 
ture, nor her associations after she had 
become famous and sought after, but 
her deep love of nature, her intimate 
acquaintance with the people and the 
brute creation about her, “even to the 
dogs and the donkeys.’’ This it was 
that inspired her pen, for she told us of 
what she knew, what she understood, 





what she had seen, and what she had 





felt, and as her powers of observation 
were keen, and her genius for descrip- 
tion was developed to an extraordinary 
degree, we have the great novels she 
has left us and our successors for gen- 
erations—if not forever. 


George Eliot’s essays have no part in 
her literary fame. And yet, let us uot 
hastily pass them by as unworthy of 
our consideration. We have all some- 
thing to learn—and after reading them, 
something: left to think over-—in the 
dissertations on Heinrich Heine, the 
poet young, and “The Influence of Ra- 
tionalism.’’ In her summary of the art 
of Dickens, does she not virtually fur- 
nish us with the keynote of her aspira- 
tions as a noveglist?—‘‘the greatest ben- 
efit we owe to the artist, whether paint- 
er, poet or novelist, is the extention of 
our sympathies’’ (mark the last words, 
‘the extention of our sympathies’’). 


Her poetry, as a whole, is unworthy 
of her rare genius for insight and word 
construction. She had a philosophical, 
and not a poetic, soul. Furthermore, 
let us not forget_tht it is not given to 
the human t s excel in two de- 
partments 0% itture—if the reader 
is inclined to be vontentious, I will be 
more specific and say that it is only 
about ence in every five or six

But—is the English novel dead? Or, 
will the future—the middle, the end, of 
the twentieth century—revive the glo- 
ries of the past?

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WHAT AMATEUR 
BOKING NEEDS 


Game Dragging Because of Power 
to Enforce Aspirants to Agree 
to Promises. 





Recently there has been considerable 
discussion among men who are inter- 
ested in amateur boxing, as to wheth- 
er the boxers themselves are losing 
theif enthusiasm for this form of phys- 
ical exercise. 

The men who take the affirmative side 


of this question point to the quality 
and the small numter of young men 
competing in the tournaments given by 
the various athletic institutions, and 
say that in former years tournaments 
would run several nights with fifty or 
seventy-five men entered. 





Wishing to verify the truthfulness of 
this statement, a Post-Dispatch report- 
er called on C. W. Bassett, director of 
athletics of the M. A. C., @ man who, 
probably, has done more to place ama- 
teur boxing on as high a plane as that 
enjoved by’ other forms of sport than 
anv other individual in the city. He 
had this tu say: 

“T do not agree, altogether, with the 
statement which has been’ made that 
the young men are losing interest in 
this delightful sport. There is, how- 
ever, at present a lull in the game, but 
it is not owing to a lack of enthusiasm 
on the part of those athletes who find 
pleasure ih this form of exercise. It is 
rather because of the fact that these 
same young men have not been given 
an opportunity to compete in open tour- 
naments. 

“Previous to the season just passing 
we have always held a number of 
large, open tournaments, which would 
run from two to three evenings, with 
seventy-five to eighty young men com- 
peting. In the past year, however, in- 
stead of these open tournaments, the 
most of our entertainments have been 
of a special invitation variety or with 
out-of-town clubs, and not to exreed 
14 men competing. While this has given 
us excellent entertainment, yet it has 
cut off the supply for future local tour- 


aments. 

Good Men Developed. 
“It was out of these open tourna- 
ments in previous years, that men like 
Gresham, Kirk and Lydon were devel- 
oped, and during the time these men 
have been In the club working under 
the tutelage of “Brooklyn” Tommy 
Sullivan, they have become so proficient 
in the art of self-defense that very few 
untried men in the city care to meet 
these boys in the ring. 
“Usually the first question asked by 
the young man who feels that he is a 
second Britt or Nelson, is, ‘Will I have 
to meet Kirk or Gresham? or that M. 
A. C. man who happens to be in his 
particular division, and if a reply in 
the affirmative is given, it is, usually, 
the last seen or heard of the man hav- 
ing championship aspirations. 

If amateur boxing is to continue in

Little Doing in Stocks. 


Aside from an exceptional and almost 
inordinate activity in Union Pacific 
and Reading, there was very little of 
interest to be deduced from the dealings 
in the week’s stock market.

particularly heavy in connection with 
the financial plans announced by the 
one company and indicated on the part 
of the other. 

The General Electric Co. appeared 
with a bid for new capital, but on terms 
SO attractive to the shareholders as 
virtually to guarantee the success of 
the arrangements. The large trans- 
actions in Reading and the uncertain 
fluctuations in that stock have not thus 
far been accounted for definitely, but 
in that instance also it is believed that 
the dealings in the stock reflected ar- 
rangements under way for the privilege 
of additional capital by that company. 
The Union Pacific’s financial plans were 
announced last week and’ the previous 
element of uncertainty has been elim- 
inated in that issue. 

Additional interest was lent to Union 
Pacific affairs this week by the publi- 
cation of an alleged report of the find- 
ings of the special counsel of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in their 
investigation of the Harriman Railway 
System and combinations. Up to this 
time there has been no definite con- 
firmation from Washington to verify 
the report which served to upset 
Wednesday's stock market. Washing- 
ton advices on this point are, as usual, 
indefinite and conflicting, but most of 
them correct in setting forth the fixed 
and unalterable determination of the 
Federal, authorities eo continue their 
investigation of the Union Pacific and 
its allied systems, and, if they deem 
it necessary, to conduct a vigorous pros- 
ecution of the chief parties in interest.

Excavation for New T hird National Bank Caused 
Entire Side of Adjacent Structure to Sink-- 
Commissioner Smith Prevents Disaster.

Desp * 
precautions taken, there was @ percepti- 
ble settling of the northeast corner of 
the big building. 

Building Commissioner 8m 
ered the danger so great 
stopped the excavation work f 
Third National Bank Bui'ding’s founda- 
tion, and required the engineers te dig 
wells for the main pillars, and then 
remove the clay, section by section, and 
at the same time put in retaining walls. 
The Commercial Building settled 50 
much in one night that some of the 
tenants were unable to unlock their 
decors when they tried to open their of- 
fices next morning. 

Prevented a Panic. 

To prevent a panic among the tenants 
of the Commercial Building nothing was 
said about the dangerous condition of 
the east wall. Commissioner Smith took 
personal charge of the matter, and did 
not even acquaint the clerks in his of- 
fice with the situation. 

“The entire east wall of the Commer- 
cial Building would undoubtedly have 
slipped out if the excavation of the 
Third National Bank Building had not 
been stopped,”’ said the Building Com- 
missioner to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“The foundations of the Commercial 
Building are but 18 feet below the sur- 
face of the street, while the Third Na- 
tional Bank foundations went down to a 
depth of 2% feet. When the excavators 
got below the 18-foot levei, the east ele- 
vation of the Commerciai Building was 
left standing on a narrow bank of clay 
in the alley between the buildings. The 
enormous weight of the building began 
pressing this clay bank outward, and 
there was a settling. of the northeast 
corner that alarmed some of the ten- 
ants.

Dig Wells, Save Building. 


“I had been watching for something 
of this kind, and at the first slight 
settling of the wall I had a consulta- 
tion with the engineers of the Third Na- 
tional Bank Building, and they agreed 
to sink wells for the west pillars for 
the purpose ef protecting the Commer- 
cial. Building. They dug the wells to 
the required depth, put in the pillars 
and then removed the earth section at 


| a time and promptly constructed the re- 
taining walls. These walis prevented the 
bank of clay from Slipping any fuore, 
and saved the Commercial Building. 

“By these precautions we averted just 
such an accident as occurred in Chi- 
cago a few weeks ago. Had the bank 
building excavation been made all the 
way across to a depth of 24 feet, the 
Commercial Building’s east wall would 
have been standing on such a narrow 
bank of clay that it would have been 
pressed into the cavity, and the wall 
would have come down with a crash. 

Danger Is Now Passed. 

“I watched the progress of the work 
every day for more than three weeks. 
As the retaining walls have all been 
constructed under the Third National 
Bank Building, there is no more danger 
te the Commercial Building now.”

Nelson Haynes, a negro, whom the 
first negro Coroner’s jury ever impan- 
eled in St. Louis, held guilty Fridav 


of the murder of Henry Adams, another 
negro, died Friday at 8:30 p. m., at the 
City Hospital. When he was taken there 
Thursday night, the doctor in the re- 
ception room diagnosed his case as ma- 
lingering, or feigning illness. Now the 
physicians at the hospital tell the Coro- 
ner that they suspect Haynes cornmit- 
ted suicide by taking a slow poison. He 
was foaming at the mouth when taken 
to the hospital, they say 

The Coroner will hold. an inquest over 
Haynes’ body. He shot Adanis, his part- 
ner, at a lunchstand, at 723 North Twen- 
ty- -second street, and also wounded his 
wife, Susan Haynes. She is at the City 
Hospital and is said to be recovering.
